Co-Operation for 
Victory 


There are far too many excep 


tions, of course. But in general it 
can truthfully be said that Ihe 
emergency of this war is bringing 
aboul almosl unbelievable unjty 
on the American labor front. 


Some employers still arc trying 


to profil exorbitantly out of their 
workmco. Some unions slill arc 
seeking lo gel Ihe lasl golden egg 
even if il kills Ihe goose. Over 
all, 
however, Ihcrc is growing a 


rcalizalion that capital and la- 
bor are sailing stormy seas in 
the same open boat, and should de- 
vote themselves wholc-hcarlcdly 
to the common cause. 


When Dohnald Nelson first pro- 


posed labor-management commil- 
lecs lo spread war production, he 
aroused a storm of protest liber- 
ally sprinkled with personal abuse. 


Employers saw in the plan a 


covert scheme by which the labor 
unions would be enabled lo mus- 
cle in on management functions. 
They would have none of such Uto- 
pian dreams. 


A few did try Ihe idea, Ihen 


more, until now such commillces 
are functioning in more than 80a 
war plants. 
* 


There have been abuse here and 


there. On the whole, both sides 
have proven so sincere that labor- 
management commillecs no long- 
er can be considered radical, ex- 
perimcntal or 
essenlially debal- 


able. They have succeeded. 


Mill & Factory, a Iradc publica- 


lion, canvassed 88 planls chosen 
a I random, of all sizes and with 
wide geographical distribution and 
diversity of product. Seventy-seven 
reported thai labor has not attempt- 
ed to encroach on management 
functions. 
Eighty-four 
reported 


thai the unions have not tried to 
use the comrniltees for bargain- 
ing purposes. Sixty-five said that 
labor has used the committees in 
a sincere effort lo increase pro- 
duction. 


The replies are as encouraging 


as the facts. Many who assumed 
that the unions would prove thus 
unselfish will be astounded to find 
employers frank enough to give the 
unions full credit. 


It develops, for the benefit of 


those who doubted, that workers 
and managements can co-operate in 
the common interest. We must as- 
sume that in most instances such 
collaboration will continue until 
the war has been won.

have removed at least for the pre- 
dictable future any threat thut the 
mainland of the U. S. might to in- 
vaded. 


It is believed thai such forces 


which 
have 
been 
held on the 


west coasl of the United States as 
a defense againsl possible inva- 
sion were freed and can be senl 
lo areas where they are more urg- 
ently needed. 


The battle of Midway showed ef- 


fectiveness of aircraft in coastal 
defense in such a way that any 
area with sufficient aerial protec- 
tion may feel reasonably safe from 
invasion. 


The Midway battle definitely has 


erased the pressure against this 
area and probably against all the 
southern and western Pacific bul 
men who did Ihe fighting confirmed 
that the Japanese still is a lough 
enemy and "we have a long way lo 
go before final victory." 


Japan's 
offensive 
strength has 


been definitely reduced but planes 
have proven such strong weapons 
both offensively 
and defensively 


that even if the entire Japanese 
fleet eventually is smashed 
the 


United States 
will still have a 


tough fight on and when it begins 
attacking Japanese-held areas de- 
fended by Japanese aircraft.

Aid Farmers 


Farmers of Hempstead County 


used $53,415.00 of Triple-A pay- 
ments lo assist them in carrying 
out recommended soil - building 
practices under the 1940 Agricul- 
tural Conservation Program, ac- 
cording lo E. N. Martindale, Chair- 
nan of the County Triple-A Com- 
millec. In addilion to this amount, 
Martindale said, an additional $29,- 
269.00 was set aside lo assist farm- 
ers of the county in this work but 
it was unused. 


Despite the facl lhal money was 


available to assisl them in this 
consrevation work, ti)ere were 618 
farm operators in the county who 
did not take advantage of the 
opportunity, Martindale continued. 


A total of 29 soil-building prac- 
ices were included in the 1941 
Triple-A program in Arkansas for 
vhich assistance was furnished by 
Ihe government in the form of 
noney lo aid in doing the work. 
These practices included the ap- 
slicalion of conservation materials 
such as triple superphosphate and 
ground limestone which were fur- 
nished by Ihe government at no 
cash outlay to Ihe farmer with 
he cosl being deducted from his 
conservation check. There were 
23,600 pounds of triple superphos- 
phate use don 582 farms and 5 
ons of ground limestone used on 


farm in the county. 
Conservation materials and ser- 


•ices to be furnished farmers this 
•ear under the Triple-A program 
v-ill include limestone, superphos- 
Jhate, winter legume seed and ter- 
•acing service. When the need a- 
•ises other seeds or matrials can 
30 made available if il is found 
practicable to do so.

nadc for the application of con- 
servation materials lo or in con- 
icction with a full seeding of bien- 
iial or perennial legumes, peren- 
lial grasses, winter legumes, les-

Boston—America is going to have 


its first 'Wartime celebralion of Na- 
lional Father's Day on June '21. 
And if anybody is looking for an 
appropriate and 'inspiring hero for 
the occasion, he couldn't find' a 
betler one than Paul Revere. For 
the Boston patriot, besides winning 
the steeplechase lo Concord (via 
Lexington) on a borrowed horse, 
gave George 
Washington some 


brisk competition for the litle of 
Father of His Country. 


Not only was Paul Revere one 


of the fathers of the American Rev- 
olution, He was also the father of 
Deborah, 
Paul, 
Sarah, 
Mary, 


Frances, 
Mary (II), Elizabeth, 


Hannah, 
Joshua, 
John, 
Joseph, 


Lucy, Harriet, John (II), Maria and 
John (III). So it can't be said he 
wasn't as-enthusiastic a parent as 
ie was a patriot, even if he did 
run a litlle short of names toward 
the end. 


He Was'a Busy Man 
It seenis amazing today—as It 


probably did in Revolutionary Bos- 
ton—that Revere could have found 
time for anything except feeding 
and clothing his children, and tak- 
ing an occasional inventory. But 
lis contribulion lo the cause of 
liberty didn't end with the country's 
first and most famous civilian de- 
fense job. He played an active part 
throughout the war, meanwhile 
keeping up with business 
enter- 


prises almost as numerous as his 
progeny. 


In fadt, there was probably a con- 


nection. He seemed to have more 
children as he grew more success- 
ful, and as he had more children he 
had to increase his business to re- 
main successful. Apparently it was 
a pleasant round ralher lhan a 
vicious circle. He lived lo be 83, 
and his estate of 20,000 early 19th 
century, dollars was not, as the say- 
ing is, hay. 
• 


First Revere was a great silver- 


smith, to which he added a sideline 
of copper engraving. Then he went 
in for .dentistry. Branching out, he 
bought a hardware establishmenl 
and slocked it .with as many varied 
items as a chain drugstore. 


One Company Is Still Going 
He helped 
organize 
America's 


first mutual fire insurance com- 
pany. He bought a foundry that 
turned out bells and cannon. . It's 
still doing business today as Revere 
Copper and Brass, Inc., produc- 
ing material for the present war. 


In a life filed with 16 assorted 


children, two 'wives, a half dozen 
businesses and a hand in a revo- 
lution, Paul Revere seems to have 
had only one serious problem. That 
was1 what to do with his leisure 
time. So he took up cartooning as 
a hobby. 


Altogether quite a remarkable 


and admirable gentleman, Mr. Re- 
vere, and a fit hero for 1942 Fath- 
er.'s 
Day—especially . since 
this 


year's 
slogan: 
'Honor a Great 


American—Your Dad," might have 
been coined for the Revere kids. 


The Burma Road was tentatively

parison with the vast number who 
had never heard of Christ. The rel- 
igion of the Galilean seemed feeble 
and unimportant, with its groups 
meeting in homes, or in lonely 
outdoor places, or even in the 
hidden catacombs, in comparison 
with the elaborate temples of Gre- 
cian and Roman cities and the of- 
ficial and popular religions that 
they represented. 


Yet, 
one must attempt to repro- 


duce something of that picture to 
grasp in any way a conception ol 
the true nature of Christianity and 
the largeness, boldness, and cour- 
age of Christian faith in its idea 
that the Gospel it professed could 
be a boon to all mankind, and 
that its power and blessings could 
be preached to every creature. 
Surely, human faith and vision 
never dared elsewhere to contem- 
plate anything so stupendous! The 
Christian enterprise, thus initial- 
ed in the very beginnings, leaves 
one breathless in consideration of 
its immensity, even in comparison 
wit hthe ambitious plans of those 
who have sought to bring all the 
world under their domain by mili- 
tary conquest. 


The world of today seems in 


some measure to mock the gran- 
deur of that faith as we sec what 
have been professedly Christian 
nations in deadly combat, and prac- 
tically the whole world involved 
in war and violence, with the dis- 
ruption of such missionary enter- 
prise and the entire withdrawal 
of our Christian missionaries from 
certain areas whither they had hith- 
erto achieved much progress. But 
we must not be discouraged and 
we must guard against seeing 
world events in the false pers- 
pective of despair. As the boundar- 
ies of the world have enlarged and 
progress has developed, the po- 
wers of evil have increased along 
with the powers of good. The pre- 
sent crisis is wider, and perhaps 
deeper, but it is inherently no dif- 
ferent from successive crisis in 
which powers of anti-Christ have 
sought unsuccessfully to over-throw 
the Christian Church and undo all 
that has been accomplished in the 
name of the Master.
